The budget approved in April was 
off because of a shortfall in state aid. 
The actual state-aid figures were not 
available when the original budget 
was approved in April and level fund- 
ing was assumed with crossed fingers. 
The actual aid was less than level fund- 
ed, 

The cuts were made without any 
additional loss of jobs or services. 
Insurance costs and other expenses, 
which were lower than projected, 
saved $275,000; deferral of capital pro- 
Jects saved $200,000 in the municipal 


maintenance budget; and $78,000 was 
carried over from last year’s public 
works budget. 

The schools made up the remaining 
$117,000 from a fund set aside by the 
School Committee in anticipation of 
the state-aid cuts. 

Article 2 reduced the sewer budget 
by $130,874 to balance that budget after 
the cost for use of the Greater 
Lawrence Sanitary District treatment 
facility was reduced by that amount. 
Library on Sunday 

Voters approved the transfer of 
$14,500 within the library budget to 
keep the library open on Sundays. The 
transfer will enable the library to pay 
staff to work Sundays. 

Voters at April Town Meeting 
argued against the Sunday closings 
after the hours were cut to balance the 
library budget. In addition to the 
$14,500 transfer from “other expenses” 
to “personal expenses,” $8,500 was 
saved on staff changes and $11,000 was 
approved for transfer from the town’s

Bailey’s Mobil 
can clean up 


The Department of Environmental 
Protection last month gave Bailey’s 
Mobil on River Road the go-ahead to 
clean up an old fuel spill on the proper- 
ty. 

A spill from an underground stor- 
age tank was discovered when the gas 
station, formerly Bailey’s Amoco, had 
its tanks replaced in June of 1989. The 
spill was considered a hazardous waste 
site by DEP while it assessed its size 
and the potential threat. 

“It isn’t in the watershed so it isn’t a 
critical one,” Everett Penney, health 
director, said of the spill. 

The DEP in September classified the 
site as non-priority, which allows the 
cleanup to be done with private super- 
vision and without daily DEP supervi- 
son. The same environmental reports 
will be required as would be under 
DEP, according to Mr. Penney. 

Some of the affected soil was 
already replaced at the site. 

Mr. Penney said several other waste 
sites in town are still being assessed by 
DEP. 

“We have about 28 or 30 different 
types of sites that are in the process,” 
Mr. Penney said.

Library brushes up art work 


The Friends of Memorial Hall Library 
recently had a painting of Howard Ames 
Coon restored and re-framed. This painting 
hung in the Ballardvale Library for many 
years and is now on display with many oth- 
er watercolor and oil pieces of Mr. Coon’s at 
the main library in Elm Square. 

Mr. Coon was born May 7, 1890, in 
DeRuter, N.Y., and studied art at Rhode 
Island School of Design. He settled in the 
Ballardvale section of Andover in 1930. 

For many years Mr. Coon taught art at 
Abbot Academy and was a familiar sight in 
the Ballardvale area, often seen painting 
local scenes in subfreezing weather. 

Mr. Coon’s brother, Raymond, an accom- 
plished pianist,was the music teacher at 
Abbot Academy for many years, as well as 
the organist at South Church. 

During the Depression, Mr. Coon built a 


21-foot sailboat. He went sailing right up 
until his death in 1977. 

In 1948 the Coon family moved to 
Gloucester, where he painted seascapes. Mr. 
Coon served in the U.S. Army during World 
War I and was an air raid warden during 
World War I. 

One of his paintings hung for many years 
in the office of Henry Morgenthau, secre- 
tary of the Treasury, in Washington, D.C. 
Commissioned by the U.S. government, Mr. 
Coon painted an extensive mural in the 
chapel at Fort Warren in Massachusetts. 

Mr. Coon was married at the Searles 
Estate in Windham, N.H., to Helen Ryder. 
They had four children, Eleanor, Arthur, 
Rowena and Howard Jr. 

Mrs. Coon was the daughter of Arthur 
Frederick Ryder, owner of Ryder’s Drug- 
store, which stood for years in Lawrence.

times in terms of what students are 
willing to eat. In a society that is mov- 
ing faster and eating healthier, many 
students tend to eat finger foods rather 
than full meals and opt for the foods 
that are lower in salt and fat, according 
to Mr. Barren. He says that while 
Andover High students tend to be 
picky, “There’s something for everyone 
to eat for lunch and it’s the best deal 
around.” 

“Something for everyone” starts at 
6:30 a.m., when a snack bar opens, offer- 
ing doughnuts, hot chocolate, coffee, 
fruit, yogurt, juices and cereals to those 
students who missed breakfast. It 
remains open all morning for those 
who have free periods and want a 
snack. 

At lunch time, students can stand in 
four different meal lines: the,snack bar 


line; a pizza line, which offers a piece of 


French bread pizza and a drink for 
$1.75; a deli-bar line with a large variety 
of meats and breads and salads, where 
$2 buys a drink and a custom-made 
sandwich; and the traditional hot-lunch 
line where students can get a meat-and- 
potatoes meal for $1.50. There’s milk 
available as well as an icy fruit juice 
mixture reminiscent of the Slushie - 
except that it has been transformed 
from a sugar-based sticky snack to an 
apple-juice-based drink called the Vita- 
Pup. 

Mr. Barren said that to a student 
body of 1,200, he serves about 550 of the 
traditional hot lunches each day. Since 
it is the one school lunch that is the 
government’s idea of a balanced meal, 
it is the only meal for which the school 
can be reimbursed. The state and feder- 
al governments pay the school 7 and 15 
cents, respectively, for each meal 
served. 

There are a few options for those stu- 
dents who don’t eat meat: yogurt from 
the snack bar and tuna or egg salad 
from the deli bar, though there is no 
meal designed specifically for vegetari- 
ans. 

Students at Andover High have dif- 
ferent things to say about the food: 
Seniors Stephanie Rue, Jen Thompson, 
Katie Lamana and Brandi Ellis, study- 
ing together over juice and doughnuts 
during second period, said that in gen- 
eral, they like the food and the options. 

A student at a neighboring table, 
who didn’t want his name printed, said 
that he does not like the food. In fact, he 
punctuated this by bouncing his dough- 
nut on the table. But, in positive retro- 
spect, he said the snack bar at least 
gives him something to do second peri- 
od. 

Although school lunches most likely 
will never be the gourmet meals stu- 
dents dream about, and, in fact, will 
always be something the students can 
complain about, the food choices at 
Andover High School today are evi- 
dence that the school tries to provide 
fun, healthy meals and is, as Mr. Bar- 
ren concluded, “here to serve the kids.”

What's on the table at Phillips?

“T don’t usually eat breakfast, but 
when you can get a Belgian waffle or 
eggs Benedict...” The Rev. Richard 
Gross, Catholic chaplain at Phillips 
Academy, displays his plate on which, 
indeed, a half-eaten waffle with 
whipped cream and raspberries, and 
part of eggs Benedict remain. 


He shrugs. “There are almost too 
many choices.” 


“Too many choices,” eggs Benedict, 
and Rev. Gross’ new eating habits can 
all be attributed to ARA Services, 
Phillips Academy’s new food service. 


The student sitting across from 
Rev. Gross nods between gulps of 
cranberry juice and gives a thumbs-up 
sign. At a table nearby, other students 
nod in general agreement. They say 
they like what they are eating. 


“It’s good, even if it is a lot of 
show,” says Robert Feldstein, a senior 
at the academy. From conversations 
with these and with other breakfasters 
in the dining hall at Phillips Academy, 
it’s obvious the new food service has 
the school community talking. 


Also new to the dining hall are 
the Belgian waffles (which the 
students prepare for themselves 
in the provided waffle irons), six 


types of homemade bread, a deli 
bar, two soup choices at lunch, a 
plain yogurt bar and a frozen 
yogurt machine. 


“We've been enhancing the old ser- 
vice,” says Tom Battersby, new food 
service head at Phillips, “and the 
biggest change is in the overall variety 
of foods.” 


Homemade pasta, prepared each 
day in the kitchen and cooked in front 
of the students with a choice of sauces 
is going to be the biggest hit, he pre- 
dicts. 


Also new to the dining hall are the 
Belgian waffles (which the students 
prepare for themselves in the provided 
waffle irons), six types of homemade 
bread, a deli bar, two soup choices at 
lunch, a plain yogurt bar and a frozen 
yogurt machine, He says that although 
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students are not taking advantage of 
the plain yogurt bar, which offers a 
variety of fruit and cereal toppings, 
the frozen yogurt has turned out to be 
a definite winner. 


The ARA also provides students 
with informative brochures — lessons 
in nutrition and exercise with the mot- 
to, “Treat Yourself Right.” The compa- 
ny stresses the importance of keeping 
physically fit by presenting students 
with healthy, balanced and interesting 
meals, and also by educating them on 
what is most beneficial for the human 
body. 


And the food is appealing enough to 
get committed non-breakfast eaters 
like Rev. Gross to the dining hall 
before an 8 a.m. class. So it seems, in’ 
their drive to get the people in the 
Phillips community to treat them- 
selves right, ARA Services is doing 
something right.

reserve fund by the Finance Commit- 
tee, 

The proposals on unregistered cars 
and permitting of yard and craft sales 
drew the most discussion. 

Junk car bylaw 

In the end, the proposal to amend 
the unregistered car bylaw was defeat- 
ed, but the message got across that 
there is a problem and the Planning 
Board pledged to bring a proposal to 
spring Town Meeting that would ease 
the burden for some multi-car families. 

The way section IV, number 29(f) of 
the bylaw is currently enforced, unreg- 
istered cars are not allowed to be 
Stored in public view on any lot in 
town, This has caused problems for 
families with an extra car, such as that 
of a child away at school, and forces 
them to either keep the car registered, 
keep it garaged or well hidden, or get 
rid of it. 

The warrant article Monday night 
proposed to add another section to the 
bylaw under accessory use. The intent 
of the proposal, according to Dennis 
Teves, of 8 Mohawk Road, was to 
amend the bylaw to allow families the 
option of keeping a car, which is other- 
wise roadworthy and not junk, unreg- 
istered in their driveway or yard. 

Mr. Teves has a daughter who is 
away at college nine months a year and 
leaves her car at home. The building 
department last winter and spring 
gave notices to approximately 200 resi- 
dents, including Mr. Teves, saying they 
were in violation of the bylaw and 
faced fines of up to $100 for every day 
they stayed in violation. The dispute 
between residents and the building 
inspector’s office resulted in the pro- 
posed bylaw change. 

Thomas Urbelis, the new town coun- 
sel, advised town officials last month 
that Mr. Teves’ proposed amendment 
to the bylaw would conflict with sec- 
tion 29(f). The conflict could cause 
problems with enforcement, but more 
likely would be thrown out by the state 
attorney general because of the conflict 
even if approved by Town Meeting. 

But resident weren't eager to let it 
20, 

Herb Kempton, of 17 Theodore Ave., 
told voters that the current bylaw 
didn’t leave any options for those with 
special circumstances, such as a sick- 
ness in the family, kids in college or 
financial hardship, and who didn’t 
have a place to put an unregistered car 
that needed to be taken off the road. 

Paul Cavicchi, of 24 Wild Rose 
Drive, said he supported the intent of 
the article, but that it needed more 
study. 

Susan O'Neill, of 11 Argyle St., asked 
Planning Board members if voters 
were to deny the proposal this time, 
would planners come to spring Town 
Meeting with a proposal that supported 
the intent of the amendment but which 
they could endorse and would not con-

ning Board, said planners were already 
discussing that possibility and, with- 
out making any promises, gave the 
impression that that was his intention. 

Sandra Padellaro, of 4 Linda Road, 
questioned why cars were not allowed 
in a driveway while boats were not a 
problem. The only difference as far as 
she could tell was that one of them 
floats. 

Jeff Smith, of 7 Mohawk Road, 
opposed the bylaw change and said the 
existing bylaw gives plenty of options 
to those who want to keep an unregis- 
tered car in their garage or screened on 
their property. 

David Hastings of 18 Fleming Ave. 
said he could think of a lot worse 
things to look at than an unregistered 
car or even a car sitting up on four 
blocks. Some people are not so fortu- 
nate to have the car, never mind a 
garage to put it in, he said. 

Ronald Fee, of 92 Woburn St., said 
he reconditions cars as a hobby and 
wanted to know why a car cover is not 
suitable screening. John Yaeger, of 43 
Summer St., said a car cover would be 
more unsightly in some cases than the 
car, 

Several residents complained that 
the threat of $100-a-day fines was too 
much and that the bylaw was not being 
enforced uniformly or fairly by Sam 
DeSalvo, the building inspector. 

Susan Stott, Planning Board mem- 
ber, defended Mr. DeSalvo. She said he 
is just trying to do his job. She said he 
needs “objective criteria,” such as an 
existing registration, for judging viola- 
tions. 

Mrs. Stott and the Planning Board 
are considering whether having had a 
car registered at some time during the 


ie aor 


previous 12-month period might bea ~ 


criteria that could be used, but that is 
only an idea at this point. 

Margaret Cronin, of 20 Summer St.. 
asked to throw out the proposed 
amendment in the warrant and instead 
amend section 29(f). Her proposal 
would have deleted the screening 
requirement from the bylaw so unreg- 
istered cars could be left in the open. It 
would also avoid having two conflict- 
ing bylaws. 

But Town Counsel Urbelis advised 
that Ms, Cronin’s proposal went 
beyond the scope of the original war- 
rant article and would be illegal. On 
that advice, James D. Doherty, town 
moderator, threw out Ms. Cronin’s 
amendment. 

Ms. Padellaro was one of these who 
felt the fines by the building inspector 
went too far, supported the bylaw 
change and wasn't ready to give up. 

“I want something in place when we 
leave here tonight so he can stop this 
nonsense,” Ms. Padellaro said. 

Thayer Warshaw, of 45 Clark Road, 
asked that the building inspector take 
no action on the violations until voters 
could have another chance at an 
improved amendment to the bylaw at 
April Town Meeting. 

“T will, let's put it this way, consider 
your request,” said Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski, but who then added 
that the building inspector was hired 
to uphold the law. 

Jim Cuticchia, of 127 Greenwood 
Road, defended the building inspector 
for doing his job. 

“I don’t think it’s right to kick him 
around for something we asked him to 
do,” Mr. Cuticchia said. 

Christine Holmes, of 14 Whispering 


Pines Lane, offered another amend:” 
‘ment to the original’ proposal. Her 


amendment, which was approved by 
voters, added “but roadworthy” to the 
original proposal and was intended to 
insure the change would not allow 
junk cars to be stored. 

But Mr. Urbelis again reiterated 
that the amendment would still be in 
conflict with the existing bylaw and 
would probably be thrown out by the 
attorney general even if approved by 
Town Meeting. 

The proposal needed a two-thirds 
vote and lost, 257 to 233. 

“Tam very pleased with the Way it 
went. Now I know that the town is 
aware of the problem,” Mr. Teves said 
after the meeting. “The intent was to 
get a bylaw that was acceptable to 
everybody. We're just going to have to 
wait for it in spring Town Meeting,” 
Andover Cottage Industries 

Discussion about the yard and craft 
sale bylaw was somewhat quelled by 
the Planning Board when it amended 
its proposed article to focus only on 
craft sales. 

Board members decided after a pub- 
lic hearing last week that the original 
article was too vague and that rewrit- 
ing the bylaw to control yard sales 
would require too much time to have it 
ready for this Town Meeting. They 
then focussed their energies on amend- 
ing the proposal just enough to allow 
craft sales and avoid the fiasco of last 
Christmas season. 

Andover Cottage Industries, an 
annual two-day arts and craft sale held 
in residents’ homes every Christmas, 
was banned last year after the building 
inspector enforced a bylaw that prohib- 
ited such sales. Several residents com- 
plained to town officials about the ban 
and one town official, Thomas J. 
O'Leary, of 142 North St., resigned his 
posts on the Historical Commission 
and Andover Housing Partnership in 
protest. 

The article approved Monday night 
amends the table of use regulations to 
allow: 

“The temporary use of residential 
premises for sale of crafts subject to a 
permit issued buy the inspector of 
buildings for up to two consecutive 
days only and limited to two permits 
per calendar year for any given 
premises.” 

Sidewalks and streets 

Voters turned down a request to 
construct a sidewalk on Lincoln Street. 

Proponents believe the sidewalk is 
needed to improve safety for children 
walking to and from the middle and 
high schools. But town officials held 
that Lincoln Street is not a priority for 
a sidewalk and would prefer first to 
install them on Shawsheen and Beacon 
streets. 

Herbert Kempton, of 17 Theodore 
Ave., called conditions on Lincoln 
Street “very dangerous.” Christine 
Munger, of 96 Lowell St., agreed and 
called for some “creative financing,” 
like that which managed to absorb the 


$670,000 cut, to pay for the sidewalks. 
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a year-long, after-school French class 
for non-Pike, seventh-grade students 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays 
at a cost of $675 for the French class. 
However, Pike didn’t receive enough 
students to start a Spanish or Latin 
class, he said. 

According to Mrs. Martin, Mr. Pas- 
cucci has declined to be paid for the 
class. She said the parents of the Latin 
students are working to establish a 
scholarship in Mr. Pascucci’s name 
they can donate to a school of his 
choice. 

“Mr. Pascucci is a remarkable 
teacher. We knew if anyone could get 
our kids excited about Latin, he’d be 
the one. He brings Latin alive,” said 
Mrs. Martin, who met the Latin teach- 
er through her job at the PA personnel 
office. ; 

Bill Dalton, owner of the Andover 
Bookstore, donated the use of his 
store’s second floor for the class. 


“(Mr. Pascucci) came in and asked if 
he could use some space here at the 
store to hold the class. Vincent is a 
wonderful man. He comes in quite 
often and we have great chats. Of 
course when he asked I said yes. A 
bookstore should be a place for learn- 
ing,” Mr. Dalton said. 


According to Mr. Dalton, Latin was 
one of the best classes he took while he 
was a student in the Andover public 
schools. He believes classical lan- 
guages are taking a beating today and 
students and educators will regret 
their decline in years to come. 

Mrs. Martin’s 13-year old twins, 
Lauren and Christopher, attend Mr. 
Pascucci’s classes after a full day of 
school at Doherty Middle School, Mrs. 
Martin said she and other parents 
involved in organizing the class were 


worried their children wouldn’t be 
challenged enough taking the “foreign 
language orientation” class at the mid- 
dle school. Seventh-graders can take a 
10-week course that exposes them to 
basic French and Spanish, but not 
Latin. They could take Latin in the 
eighth grade, said Samuel Campbell, 
principal of the West Middle School. 

Mr. Pascucci’s class has 13 students. 
A new section of 10 students will be 
taught by another PA Latin teacher, 
Carl Krumpe. It already is filled, said 
Mrs. Martin. 


“The students are beginning to real- 
ize that people are speaking Latin all 
the time without ever knowing it,” Mr, 
Pascucci said while he was preparing a 
lesson at the bookstore last Friday 
afternoon. 


“Six out of 10 spoken English words 
are from Latin. Most of the large words 
are Latin and the smaller ones come 
from other languages,” he said. 


Mr. Pascucci began teaching Latin, 
Greek and Italian in 1949 in Bronxville, 
N.Y. Since 1964 he’s been an instructor 
at PA. 

“There is a lot of joy in learning a 
language,” he said. The course consists 
of 10 weeks of lessons and is not associ- 
ated with Phillips Academy. 

Mr. Pascucci uses songs to teach 
Latin. Most recently he has rewritten 
the lyrics to a song from the middle 
ages for his students to learn. 


“Music moves you along as you are 
learning to speak a language. Using 
songs from the middle ages shows the 
students the tradition of Latin. It goes 
back to a time when universities 
taught in Latin,” he said. 

“These kids have so much energy. 
They keep me going.”

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Lincoln Street has heavy foot traffic 
before and after school, Ms. Munger 
said, and in the winter the crumbling 
sidewalk that runs only half the length 
of the road completely disappears and 
children have to walk in the street. 


But perhaps the most poignant opin- 
ion stated during the discussion came 
from John Krieger, of 7 Lincoln St., 
who was in an accident in front of his 
home last year. 


His car was struck by a truck on the 
narrow road as he was backing out of 
his driveway. He said that although 
the road needs a sidewalk, it also needs 
to be widened and improved for traffic 
as well as pedestrians. 


“Putting in a sidewalk doesn’t 
answer the narrow ‘streét,”” Mr. 


Krieger said. 

He said putting in a complete new 
sidewalk doesn’t make sense right now 
and called for delaying any such 
improvements until the entire street 
can be completely reconstructed.

Voters approved a proposal to take 
by eminent domain and make a public 
way of Rogers Brook East, a subdivi- 


sion cul-de-sac off Highland Road. 


The town took the developer’s bond 


on the project after the developer left 
the road incomplete. 


Three articles withdrawn 


Article 4, which asked voters to 


reject the state mandated teacher pay 
deferral, was withdrawn by the Board 
of Selectmen. 


The legislature notified the town 


last week that town meeting action was 
not required on the mandate. Only 


action by the Board of Selectmen is 
needed, and selectmen are expected to 
reject the mandate when it comes up 
for a vote at their meeting this Monday 
night. 


Mark McQuillan, superintendent of 


schools, Town Manager Buzz Stapezyn- 
ski, Tony Torrisi, budget and finance 
director, and the Finance Committee 
recommended against the mandate. 


The mandate is a bookkeeping 
device that allows cities and towns to 
defer one month of teachers’ pay to the 
next fiscal year for the next two years. 
Although it would reduce the budget 
by one-twelfth of teachers’ salaries in 
1992 and 1993, the budget would jump 
back up by one-twelfth in 1994. 


A petition to build a sidewalk on 
Lowell Street, Article 7, and another to 


allow mausoleums in Andover, Article 


9, were also both withdrawn:

Kingman and 
Dee Webster of Andover have begun 
a program that is a dream come true 
for the two classes of sixth-graders at 
the Arlington School in Lawrence. 
The Websters have pledged to spend 
time, money and energy to teach and 
challenge the sixth-graders to 
athieve in school and to stick with it 
through college. 

Since the Townsman published 
two stories about the Websters, and 
the generous and creative program 
they’ve launched, we have had two 
or three phone calls from people 
offering their services to the sixth 
grades in the program. One was a 
carpenter, another, a business per- 
son. 

But what about the children in the 
other sixth grades in Lawrence? Or 
the second grade? Or whatever 
grade. We are worrying about the 
children who are not in the Web- 
sters’ program. That is not to say the 
Websters’ program should not exist. 
It should and we are grateful it does. 

But now we are suggesting that 
perhaps some of the energy and spir- 
it of volunteerism that the I Have a 
Dream — Lawrence program has gen- 
erated could be transferred to other 
programs in other grades or schools. 

,Lots of people like to volunteer 
their time and expertise. There are 
not a lot of people who have the mon- 
ey to fund a program like the Arling- 
ton School program. 

But someone the Lawrence 
schools, even the Andover schools, 
or some volunteer who is good at 
organizing and turning on groups of 
people — needs to capture the spirit 
and imagination that the Websters 
have lit in a lot of people’s minds and 
keep it stoked to benefit other school 
children who need attention and 
guidance to have the courage to stay 
in school. 

In fact, a group of adults could take 
on a school in Andover, or a grade 
here, and offer to coach and inspire 
those students to achieve in school. 
It's a turn on for students and adults.

That’s what I try to keep in mind 
when we do something at the Towns- 
man that someone doesn’t like and 
complains about it. Almost always, 
that person is complaining about a 
story, or part of a story, or lack of a 
story, or an incorrect fact in a story. 
And the person complaining is com- 
plaining about the story, not about 
me personally. 

I’m the editor, so in the end it’s 
my fault. I own it. I am paid to do 
this job, to make decisions about 
what’s appropriate for this paper 
and what isn’t. 


Sam DeSalvo is the building 
inspector. He’s paid to interpret and 
enforce the zoning bylaw. So all that 
talk Monday night and other days is 
about enforcing the zoning bylaw 
and what the building inspector’s 
role should be and what the zoning 
laws should be. 

There. Now we can talk about 


junk cars, garage sales and craft 


sales from people’s houses. First, the 
results of Special Town Meeting: The 
Andover Cottage Industries two-day 
holiday sale will be allowed this 
year; garage sales are still allowed 
without a permit; and unregistered 
ungaraged cars still are not allowed 
in a person’s driveway. 

However, Andover residents made 
known their wishes at Special Town 
Meeting. They asked the building 
inspector and Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski to go easy. They wanted 
town officials to go easy interpreting 
the zoning bylaw. They asked Sam 
and Buzz to have some heart. 

Carole Chanler of 40 Gray Road 
says it well in her letter to the editor 
in today’s Townsman. She says it 
isn’t the people with four-car garages 
who are being affected by the junk- 
car bylaw. It’s the struggling family 
that has a child in college who 
doesn’t need the car September to 
June and really can’t afford to regis- 
ter it'and pay its insurance; those are

the ones who are in trouble witha 
zoning bylaw that could cost them 
$100 a day. 

Margaret Cronin of 20 Summer 
St., who tried to amend the zoning 
bylaw article on junk cars at Mon- 
day’s meeting, had an excellent 
point: She said that even if the build- 
ing inspector doesn’t fine people $100 
a day, the threat is out there, and 
when your pocketbook is in trouble, 
the threat of losing $100 a day is just 
another item to add to the stress pile. 

So I am adding my plea to those 
who spoke at Special Town Meeting. 
Perhaps this is addressed to our 
town manager: Please encourage our 
building inspector go easy during 
the months of enforcing the zoning 
bylaw until the spring town meeting, 
when we most likely will amend the 
bylaw. 

And for the future, we would like 
to put in our two cents about permits 
for garage sales. Let’s leave govern- 
ment out of our every-day lives when 
it’s not needed. Let’s leave permits 
for garage sales out of our law, even 
if many surrounding communities 
have them. If a person has a “garage 
sale” every day or every weekend, 
then the building inspector can 
interpret that as a business out of 
that person’s home and do some-

Editor, Townsman: 

Monday night at Town Meeting 
townspeople addressed a problem 
many are facing currently; that of hav- 
ing an unregistered vehicle on their 
property and thus being fined $100 a 
day till it is removed. 


Everyone agrees no one wishes to 
see junk cars littering yards in 
Andover and everyone also seemed to 
acknowledge that there are numerous 
legitimate circumstances that would 
necessitate a vehicle to go unregistered 
for a time, such as a student going 
away to college or an older citizen who 
is ill or a car undergoing home repairs. 

It wasn’t till I got home that it 
occurred to me that the people being 
affected by these fines are not people 
with four-car garages, hidden drive- 
ways and vintage sportscars.

democratic party it recalls the lesson of

At that time you may also pick up shred- 
ded and composted leaves that were dumped 
last year, to work into your soil or put 
around your plants and bushes to work into 
the soil in the spring. 


James Bamford, town forester, is pleased 
to announce that the leaves dumped at the 
landfill in 1989 were collected and shredded 
and have been used in Spring Grove Ceme- 
tery with excellent results. These were not 
as clean as the 1990 compost will be; 1990s 
should be just great.

_ Andover to be, 
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Looking at Andover 
in the 21st century

The Board of Select- 
men will be seeking 
input from residents on 
a “vision and mission 
statement” they are 
currently working on 
that is intended to 
guide Andover into the 
first quarter of the 21st 
century. 


“The goal is to give 
the town manager and 
ourselves, taxpayers 
and residents, a vision 
of what we _ want 
anda 
sense of mission to 
accomplish that vision,” 
Larsen said this week. 


Selectman Larry 


Mr. Larsen and Selectman Gerald Silver- 
man have taken it upon themselves to pur- 
sue gathering input for this vision statement 
from residents and town boards, committees 
and employees. The entire board will then 
put the statement together. 


Mr. Larsen said that while a vision state- 
ment may sound academic, it’s not. 

A similar vision statement back in 1978 
led to the development of the industrial 
areas along River Road and Interstate 93, 
according to Mr. Larsen. The plan then was 
to create a tax base to keep the town afloat in 


_ the future. That idea is a reality today, he 


said.

Do we want to be a small 
city, a small town, a village? 
Do we want a quality of life 
in Andover to center on the 
environment and make and 
accept gifts of land to have 
areas such as are provided by the 
Andover Village Improvement Society?

What do we want for recreation facili- 
ties? What type of education system do we 
want? 


“Tt’s not enough to say ‘good’ or ‘excel- 
lent,’ Mr. Larsen said. Dimensions need to 
be defined. 


The 1978 study, which Mr. Larsen said he 
has been told about but has yet to put his 
hands on, supposedly outlined where the 
town had come from, where it was and 
where residents wanted it to go. Such a 
vision statement should be done every 
decade, he said.

very good time to do 
that,” Mr. Larsen said. 

Mr. Larsen said that 
Andover is nearing the 
time when all available 
land has been devel- 
oped and buildings will 
have to be torn down 
to put up new ones. 
That “milestone” will 
be reached in the first 
quarter of the next cen- 
tury, he predicts. 


The vision state- 
ment is a big chal- 
lenge, but could help 
Andover decide which 
way it turns from that 
point, according to Mr. Larsen. 


It’s not a master plan or capital improve- 
ment plan, but a more conceptual thing, Mr. 
Larsen said. 

“This is an idea. Everything people do 
begins with ideas,” he said. 

But the statement could be used as a guide 
for Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, in 
putting together the master plan and capital- 
improvement plans. Given the vision and 
the mission, Mr. Stapezynski can then deal 
with the structural elements, the master and 
capital improvement plans, according to Mr. 
Larsen. 


“T think he’s looking for our direction and 
opinion. He can only do what we ask him to 
do,” Mr. Larsen said. 


Selectmen have already 
had one meeting with plan- 
ners for feedback and plan to 
meet with them again. They 
plan on eventually meeting 
with all boards and commit- 
tees. 

The board had scheduled 
to discuss the vision state- 
ment with members of the 

Industrial Development Finance 
Authority at their last meeting on Sept. 26, 
but that discussion was postponed and takes 
place at their next meeting this Monday 
night. 


An original goal for completion in June 
1992 has been pushed back to early fall, 
according to Mr. Larsen. 


The board is also planning meetings in all 
five elementary schools and in the Doherty 
Middle School to get feedback from neigh- 
borhood residents. The first of those meet- 
ings could be around the first of the year. 


“All we've done at this point is set a time 
line of our meetings, who we would like to 
come talk to us,” Mr. Larsen said. “Our 
biggest problem in all this is apathy.”

2. (d) 65 percent. The United States is 
one of the largest importers of fish - 
approximately 3 million tons are 
imported annually. Included are fish 
from Canada; shrimp from Ecuador, 
Taiwan and other Asian countries; 
salmon from Norway; and orange

Temperature and 
time are important in maintaining the 
quality of seafood. As temperature 
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increases, deterioration occurs much 
faster.

Sports fishermen should take special 
care to properly ice or chill their catch 
immediately. Good sanitation and han- 
dling procedures are also important in 
maintaining the quality of seafood. 

8. (a) False. Uncleaned, raw or 
undercooked fish may contain para- 
sites which are unsafe to eat. FDA 
research has shown, however, that ade- 
quate cooking and proper freezing and 
thawing will eliminate a potential 
health threat from parasites. 

9. (b) Struvite crystals occur natural- 
ly in canned fish. To the chemist, stru- 
vite is magnesium ammonium phos- 
phate. Why this harmless substance 
sometimes forms in canned fish is 
unknown. From time to time FDA 
receives reports from consumers who 
believe that they have found glass in 
canned fish. A good way to check is to 


place the crystal in a small amount of 


heated vinegar. Struvite will dissolve, 
glass won't. 

10. (d) All of the above. The FDA has 
primary responsibility for inspection 
of seafood. This includes fish grown on 
farms, fish caught and processed in 
this country, and fish that is imported. 
The FDA works with the National 
Marine Fisheries Service to improve 
the safety of seafood. FDA also admin- 
isters the National Shellfish Sanitation 
Program which includes 23 state and 
nine foreign shellfish programs.

When it comes to friendly socializ- 
ing over a delicious meal, or when 
drinking a toast to a happy event is in 
order, a good glass of wine is quite 
appropriate and delightful, most 
Americans agree. 

A new poll reveals that an over- 
whelming majority of Americans — 83 
percent — approve of moderate wine 
consumption and agree that wine is 
an appropriate beverage to accompa- 
ny a meal or celebrate a special occa- 
sion. 

The poll, conducted by SRI 
Research Center, which is run by the 
Gallup Organization, also found that 
most agree that moderate wine con- 
sumption by responsible adults is safe 


and does not lead to abuse of illegal’ 


drugs. Eighty percent of those who 
expressed an opinion — four out of 
five adults — believe that individuals 
who consume moderate amounts of 


wine have about the same likelihood 
or are even less likely to use illegal 
drugs than those who abstain from 
wine consumption. Only 11 percent of 
those adults surveyed thought that 
moderate wine consumption posed a 
major health problem. 

The poll was conducted on behalf of 
the National Wine Coalition, an orga- 
nization comprised of winemakers, 
industry allies and wine consumers 
dedicated to preserving wine’s social 
and cultural values and retaining the 
privilege to act as responsible adults 
in the selection, purchase and moder- 
ate consumption of this traditional 
beverage without undue restriction, 

While only 13 percent of those 
polled said they consume wine fre- 
quently — that is, at least once per 
week — more than half of the respon- 
dents (56 percent) said they have rec- 
ommended or served wine to a friend. 


Studying the word ‘tips’ 


The word “tips” is said to have orig- 
inated from the first letters of the 
phrase “to insure prompt service.” 
Since most tipping is done after the 
service has been performed, it would 
appear to reward rather than to 
insure good service. 

But why should tipping be a prereq- 
uisite for being served promptly and 
courteously? Frankly, some don’t 
think that it is. Rather, they believe 
the custom must have originated as a

At first glance it doesn’t look like a 
restaurant, 

The colontal-style house with 
antique blue shutters and a long rock 
garden along one side looks more like 
a gentleman’s farmhouse.

“We're trying to price the menu so 
it is affordable to families and senior 
citizens,” Mr, Roach said. 

Fieldstones is open for lunch and 
dinners, he said. The average lunch 
costs between $4 and $8, and the aver- 
age dinner will cost $8 to $12. 

The restaurant is built in two sec- 
tions, The front section is part of a 150- 
year-old colonial-style house which 
features three formal dining rooms 
serving 15 to 18 customers in each 
room, 

In the rear section there is a mod- 
ern lounge downstairs that seats about 
50 people, a main dining room that 
seats about 40 and a function room 
that will seat up to 100 people. 

“We offer a casual country dining 
experience with the option of it being 


more intimate in the front dining 
rooms,” Mr. Roach said. 

“If people are celebrating an 
anniversary or some other special 
occasion we can put them in one of the 
front rooms where it’s more appropri- 
ate,” he said. 

The customer entering the restau- 
rant will first see a traditional country 
hearth complete with antique 
andirons, iron cauldron and a portrait 
of the owner’s great-grandparents 
hung above the mantelpiece, Antiques 
adorn the walls throughout the restau- 
rant, and fresh flowers and candles 
grace every table. 

Bob Johnsen, the manager, and 
Jose Restrepo, the chef, have worked 
together in the restaurant business for 
over 13 years. Both have moved up

from Rhode Island to run Fieldstones. 

“Jose is a great chef,” Mr. Johnsen 
said, “He does everything from 
scratch,” 

The lasagna, eggplant parmigiana 
and all the sauces are homemade, Mr. 
Johnsen said. the veal and seafood are 
fresh, and all the dishes are prepared 
to order, he said. 


So far business has been better than 
expected, Mr, Roach said. “I think that 
once word gets around things will get 
even better,” he said. 

The restaurant is open six days a 
week, closed Monday and offers Sun- 
day brunch.
